respectively) . In response to an inquiry by the Vice— Chairman as to whether any 
other agency wished to receive only specifically requested material, the members 
stated that they wished to have the presant practice continued.

1 The Vice-Chairman presented to the State member a copy of the proposals 

drawn up by CIA for th@ revision of the Outline Guide off Chapter VI (Economic), and 
requested that hia agsmty review sad ©cement on the suggested revised outline „ 

(Refer to MS Committee Meeting Ho. 144, 13 January 1953). Following submission of 
State’s comments, the ©attar will b® referred to a Joint committee to work out any 
differences as to details, 

7. Revision of I AC P-A5/12 

The Vice-Chairman referred to the proposed revision of IAG D-45/L2, dated 
9 March 1953, and particularly to Part II of the proposed revision which deals with 
the automatic dissemination of certain MS elements to specifically designated 
noti-XAC agencies, H© pointed out that the proposed revision of IAC D*45/^L2 was 
designed to bring previously approved dissemination of MS to non—IAC agencies in 
conformity with the provisions of the recently revised T’SCID No. 1, 

The Army end Air Force members stated that their policy people had raised 
qjVBatieas co&eerning tbs automatic dissemination of MS to non—IAC agencies because 
of a recent J^pasrtment of Defend policy statement which emphasised that it is the 
responsibility of the defense agencies to determine whether noa»IAC agencies have 
an official need for intelligence produced by them. 

The Vice-Chairman pointed out that dissemination of the MS elements to the 
ncn-lAC agencies indicated in Part II of the proposed revision of IAC IV4 5/l2 had 
been approved on a "fcsod to know” basis by previous actions of the MS Committee, 
and that these actions reflected the views of all the IAC agencies. 

The Vics^Chairaari undertook to obtain a copy off the Departeasnt of Defames 
policy statsmsnt, and will confer with tha I AC/CIA representative la an effort to 
determine whether there is any actual conflict between that policy statement and 
the proposed revised IAC D«45/i2. 

8. dostrol Statement ^ 

The VlecoChalrosa reported cm the states of the siaviy now underway in CIA 
with respect to the? adoption of uniform control statements cm MS material for um 
by CIA and the Bepartsasnt of Defense, (Refer to NIS Committee Meeting To, 137, 

19 August 1952 and MS Cemraittoo Meeting No, 138, 16 September 1952). Ho stated 
that proposals arc new being considered by the CIA officials concerned, and it is 
hoped, therefore, that the entire matter will be resolved in the near future. The 
Vice-Chairman will keep the members informed as to the progress mod© in this 
connection. 
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The Vice-Chairman stated that, where appropriate, a notice to the effect 
that the FIS element is a Maintenance Section stamped on the front afcset of eaeh 
manuscript copy of the elensaat involved would be very helpful te tto D/B staff in 
processing the material* The members agreed that in ftsture manuscript copies of 
elements produced urder the l-kintonanc® Program would be ale&rly designated as 
Maintenance Sections. 

10 „ Draft copies., of F IS_j>n_Are^a_lg_t.hr^|^,.^ 

The F&vy ©ember informed the Committee of an urgent requirement of the 
Commander la Chief, Pacific Float, for copies of all FIS Sections on Areas ITos* 35 
through 45 which are still in draft form. The members approved the request on 
condition that the material is disseminated as departmental intelligence, and all 
references to MS are deleted© D/B and the producing agencies will msjpply Esvy 
with th© draft copies of the FIS elements requested by CIFCPAC* 

11* production for March 

The Vice-Chairman aunouaosd that tha production requirement for the month 
is 144 Sections. There are 96 Sections overdue, and 48 scheduled in March* To 
date, 6 Sections have been delivered to D/B, of v&ieh 5 Sections are scheduled for 
the month and 3 Sections are overdue from previous months* lie informed the members 
that in order to m®et th© goal of 8 FIS per year it will b® necessary for tbs 
agencies to averag® 53 Sect ions per month for the balance of FI 2953*

The State member stated that in a discussion of th® preparation of Chapter I. 
with a member of the D/B editorial staff the matter of a cut-off date for this study 
was brought up. The Vice-Chairman reminded the State member that the policy 
regarding the cut-off date had been laid down at a previous meeting. (Refer to EIS 
Committee Meeting Fo. 145, 10 February 1953). Briefly, the policy is that the 
Chapter I cut-off date will be the most current date feasible} that the Chapter I 
will be based upon information contained in the related FIS Chapter®, and if signi- 
ficant sew information has beeos© available subsequent to tha cut-sCf date in tha 
related Chapters such information will be presented in Chapter I with an explanatory 
footnote or statement in Section 10. 

It was further determined that with respect to Chapters II through II, the 
agencies will follow the present practice of including significant new information 
which did not -appear in other Sections of the Chapters in the appropriate Introductory 
Section with an explanatory footnote,

The Wavy member stated that his agency plans to produce Section 22 (Coasts 
and Landing Deaches) on FIS 100 (Indonesia! during FT 1954, and baoauas of the 
extensiveness of the coastlines and the large number of landing beaehs* involved, be 
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requested that th© ConsBitte® consider breaking the area down into six geographic 
subdivisions, as follows i

The Hay m©mb©r pointed out that Section 22 results from a Joint effort 
of Army end May, and a recent survey by these agencies disclosed that the Sections 
22 which have been published to date average 177 landing beaches and 1,990 miles of 
coast liras, MIS Are® 100 ha® approximately 2,700 lending beaches and 30,000 miles 
of coastline • A breakdown of this area for Section 22 i®, therefore, considered 
highly desirable not only from the collection standpoint but also from the standpoint 
of usability of tfc® c«sspl®t®d document, EVirthar, it would permit publication and 
dissemination of parts as they are eosspleted rather than holding them up fear a year 
or two smiting e ospl©1 ic& of th© ©atir© Section, 

The Cosisaiti®© agr©©d to the proposed breakdown of NIS 100 and to the 
publication of each of the aim parts separately, 

la response to the Vice-Chairman* s question as to the treatment to be 
accorded the other Sections of the Chapter II, th© Array member responded that he 
felt a great deal of the feulancs of tbs Chapter II could be treated in oco ©saplate 
Section, However, h® asked for a postponement of a decision on this matter. 


With regard to the credit to be given as a result of the breakdown of the 
Section 22 for MIS 100, the Couoitte© decided to deter consideration of this point 
until a later date. 



Th® Army member stated that h® had received an inquiry regarding a cootri— 
bution to Section 70 ©f FIS 39 (CMraa) by 1 April, and that be was not aware that 
hia agency bad responsibility for making a contribution to that KIS elsmsnt, nor 
that mch a contribution was du® for submission to 0SI by that date, 

fh® Viee-Chairsm stated that under th® allo©atiane of production 
respansiM.il ties fojp Chapter VII , as outlined by tbs SIC in its memorandum dated 
27 October 1953, ©®ch of tbs service agencies is charged with producing a 
contribution to Sacilc® 70. H® waadsrteok to ascertain if the submission date ca 
the element in question was ccrrcot, (The Vice-Chairman later determined, end so 
informed tha Any member, that a contribution to Section 70, KIS 39 i# scheduled 
for submission to 061 by 1 April),

Tho State asembsy stated that an outline, of a proposed new Chapter for 
the presentation of biographic coverage on key personalities in all field* had 
been drssm up by BI, a© a result of discussions as to tho desirability of 
covering such infoiroatloa in one single NIS element. However, his agency haa 
dotermiastS that the niassrous difficulties that can be fore scon in coordinating 
contributions to such ext element would far outweigh the advantages to be gained 
by having this data .combined in one printed ©lament. Tit© re fore, be fblt that 
farther consideration of the proposal should be deferred for an lade finite period, 
and th® Committee agreed to eontimsa th© present procedure of treating the subject 
in th© various Sections.
